What it amounts to is that the State 
Department of Education rules that, 
although the code provides for the 
payment of $20 per teacher for attend­ 
ance at the county institute, it does 
not provide for any payment by tile 
school boards to pay for an in-service 
training program or any substitute for 
the institute 
although the code re­ 
quires the holding of one or tile other. 


Mr, Hoffman earlier, when Senator 
Prince's hill to abolish the teachers’ j 
institute was before the Legislature, j 
proposed a substitute in tile form of 
an 
in-service 
training program. 
It J 
was declared to have been the most j 
clear and definite substitute plan pie j 
sauted. 
Then Senator Prince’s hill was pass- j 
cd by the Legislature and vetoed by J 
the Governor -and loft the situation 
as it was originally, with no provis­ 
ion for paying tile expenses of a sub­ 
stitute plan. 
Had Mr. Hoffman's plan of having 
an in-service program for which the 
teachers would have been paid noth­ 
ing, hut towards which the boards 
would have paid $2 per teacher, been 
approved, lite cost would have been 
$1200 tor ibis county and the saving 
to the school hoards of $10,800. 
Now that seems to have been killed. 
School authorities apparently do not 
believe Hie old plan is justified e x ­ 
pense at this time, hut have no man­ 
ner in which to finance the modest ex-
